ENGLISH LANGUAGE TO DIE DUT. 


Prof. F. WN. Scott “Bcott Thinks Bantu, 
Speech of Timbuctoo, Will Have 
Replaced It in Year 4000, 


English may be a dead language in 4000 
A. D., according to Prof. Fred Newton Scott 
‘of the University of Michigan. In an article 
on “A Substitute for the Classica” in the 
School Review issued yesterday by the Uni- 
yersity of Chicago press, Prof. Scott inti- 
matés that Timbuctoo will be the world 
capital and that Bantu will be the common 
language. 

Prof. Scott writes as a teacher of English 
in Timbuctoo after his predictions have come 
to pass. Addressing a friend in America he 
recounts the superiority of the Bantu tongue 
over English, which has taken the place of. 
Greek and Latin as a “ classic.”’ English is 
superior to Latin and Greek, but Inferior to 
Bantu, he declares. 

If Prof. Scott's predictions are realized 
the Bantu language will develop a literature 
surpassing anything known in the past. J

session of the American Academy of Médi- 
cine, held at the Lexington ‘hotel! 

Several men physicians read papers deplor- 
ing the fact too many women 4insexed them- 
selves by forsaking home life for industrial 
work, and asserted that the future of the race 
depended upon the checking of “ this wide 
spreading evil.*’ 

‘Then Dr. Helen C. Putnam of Providence, 
R. L, was given an opportunity to speak, and 
she startied the audience by declaring she 
was in favor of woman suffrage. She said, in 
part: 

“Every woman has the right to develop 
her best faculties, to become educated, and 
to enter a business field, where she meets 
many men, so she can select the father 
for her children. Women who have had ex- 
perience in business life have learned that the 
making of homes is more than simply an 
instinct. Woman's influence is for good 
throughout the world, and.the more women 
who enter a profession or business the better 
the business or profession becomes. I favor 
establishing a study of ‘ homemaking’ in the 
public schools -of our country.” 

Speaks for Woman’s Liberty. 

Dr. Emme Culbertson of Boston came to 
the aid of Dr. Putnam. She said: 

” Of course you men tell of woman's vanity 
and the fascination the other sex has for 
her, and talk about her frailty and genera! 
useljessness in business life. I'm with Dr. 
Pytnem. I even favor woman suffrage. 

’* Every woman is a human being and is 
entitled to the best development itn any line 
she chooses, whether domestic, business, or 
professional. The farther woman spreads 
her influence the better the world. 

"Look at our giris in the high schools— 
big, ruddy cheeked,; wholesome, rollicksome 
girls. And what are our boys? 
stumpy feliows. And still you assert these 
girls should not be given an equal showing 
with the men of the future generation. ; 

*“ Cotperation of the two sexes alone’ is 
needed to settle the question of the place of 


. women in business life." 


Dr. Edward Jackson of Denver, Colo., came 
to the aid of the women, asserting condi- 
tions: had changed during the last hundred 
years, and that women should be allowed _to 
change their habits end occupations. 


Deplores Lack of Housewives. 

Dr. Otte Juettner of Cincinnati, O., in his 
paper, “‘ Women in Business as Affecting the 
Future of the Race,” said, in part: 

“The lack of housewives and domestic 
servants is disrupting society and home life. 


It is driving families fgom houses to flats 


and from flats to hotels.. 

“T have no sympathy with women who 
work in stores or other industrial institu- 
tions for starvation wages when there are 
thousands of homes in which they can get 
respectable employment better fitting them- 
selves for married life. ~« ' 

“Women competing with men simply 
lower the wage scale, cause a lack of sup- 
port by men, and a tendency towards single- 
ness. 

** A woman has no right to enter any occu- 
pation excepting domestic, nursing, teaching, 
and kindred. -yocations.. Matrimony is the 
better paid and easier occupation. Marriage 
simply is blocked by the employment of 
young girls. They learn stenography, and 
then, through seeing melodramatic plays and 
reading yellow back novels, enter business 


life with the expectation of marrying the. 


millionaire hero who becomes infatuated 
with them.” 

Dr. George H. Hoxie of Kansas City, in 
talking about education of women, declared 
it was a deplorable fact that teachers in 
public schools received less wages than hod- 
carriers.

Dr. Kerr, who spoke On *‘ Federal Recogni- 
tion of the Work of the Medical Milk Com- 
mission,” declared that the efforta of medical 
and municipal ‘authorities to improve the 
supply. of milk in large cities were frustrated 
by many dealers who labeled common, un- 
inspected milk as “ certifie: 

“ There should be only one grade of re - 
he said. ‘* All certified milk should be the 
same. It should be as nearly a perfect milk 
as. possible. There has been much fil use of 
the term: ‘ certified ’ and Inepections. have 
shown many grades of ‘certified’ milk, so- 
called. : 

“The unscrupulous use of the term ‘ cer- 
tified’ should be punished severely. Every 
state should take action to protect certified 
milk. The people should be taught the dan- 
ger of impure millk labeled as pure, and if 
legislation were brought about to protect cer- 
tified milk the result would be a great 
awakening among the people for pure milk.” 


Ask for New Laws. 

A committee was appointed by Dr. Henry 
L. Coit, president of the association, to draw 
up resolutions urging national Iegisiation 
against the dealers who label impure milk 
* certified.”’ 

Dr. EB. C. Schroeder, superintendent of the 
experiment station of the bureau of animal 
industry of the department of agriculture, 
spoke on “‘ Tuberculosis Infection Through 
Milk.’’ He made the statement that “ few 
human beings wholly escape exposure to 
bacilli from milk.” 

“It seems quite clear that from the bovine 
source alone a sufficient amount of tuber- 
culosis material is disseminated to account 


for the well nigh universal infection of per- 


sons with tuberculosis,"’ he said. 

“Within. the last twelve months about 350 
samples of milk were obtained from 128 deal- 
ers and examined at Washington, D. C., and 


it was found that one sample out of every - 


eighteen contained bacilli, and that one deal- 
er out of something less than every ten was 
intermittently selling tubercular milk.”

Ohio Plank for Revision. 

The Ohio plank on the tariff declares for: 
goon revision of the tariff by a special session of 
the next congress, insuring the maintenance 
of the true principle of protection by im- 
Posing such customs duties as will equal 
the difference between the cost of production 
at home and abroad, together with a-reasan- 
able profit, to the end that, without ex- 
cessive duties, American manufacturers, 
farmers, producers, and wage earners may 
have adequate protection.” - 

Tt is a significant thing that the states. 
which have declared for Taft outright have 
been almost equally determined and specific 
in their adherence to the tariff reform prin- 
ciple, while in the states controlled by some 
of the other candidateseither a Jong winded 
declaration has been adopted which i man- 
ifestly intended ‘to befog the issue or else 
there has been a platform adopted distinctly 
hostile to satisfactory tanff revision. For 
Instance, the Minnesota state convention, 
with characteristic brevity, said: 

“While maintaining the tariff principle in 
its integrity, the republican party in Minne- 
sota is firmby committed to the proposition 
that revision of the present schedulg¢ shall 
now be made.” 


Payne a Bigoted Standpatter. 

Sereno E. Payne of New York is the present 
chairman of the conimittee on ways and 
means, and he, next to John Dalzell of Pitts- 
burg, is the most bigoted standpatter in con- 
gress. It wae largely through his influence 
that the New. York platform retained one of 
the worst features of the tariff plank adopted 
at Chicago four years ago, when the revi- 
sionists were beaten out after a hard fight in 
the committee on.resolutions. The New 
York platform insists upon retaining duties 
which shall “ at least’ equal the difference 
between the cost of production at: home and 
abroad, the inference being that the rate will 
go indefinitely higher. Mr. Payne's attitude 
in the present congress in regard to wood. 
pulp and his treatment of the publishers of 
the country, who were grossly insulted by 
him, was made the subject of special com- 
mendation by the New York convention, 
which said: 

“We indoese and approve the policy of 
congress in refusing to revise the tariff by 
piecemeal.’’ 

The Tllinois tariff declaration its scarcely 
less offensive to active administration people. 
In the first place, it is too long. It goes into 
history and, scientific explanation and 
pledges the country to the enactment of a 
maximum and minimum tariff, which is a 
matter concerning which the convention has 
but little to do, The real revisionists want a 
short and distinct declaration for tariff re- 
form, pledging the republican party to.under- 
take it on broad grounds at the opening of the 
next administration. 

If Secretary Taft is nominated and elected 
on such a platform he,will call a special ses- 
sion of congress immediately after his inau- 


: guration. 


Speaker Cannon Dangerous Factor. 

More importance is attached to the tariff 
deciaration in the Chicago platform than to 
any other, for certain obvious,teasons. In 
the first place, it must be remembered that 
Speaker Cannon is an ideal standpatter. He 
has been perfectly open in his attitude. But 
that attitude cannot be mistaken. The chair- 
man of the ways and meane committee is 
an antirevisionist. So is Mr. Daizell, next 
in rank on that committee. A clear major- 
ity of that committee today is opposed to 
revision. If the republicane win the next 
house of representatives it is fair to assume 
that Speaker Cannon will be re#lected to his 
present position. In that case he will re- 
appoint the present republican members of 
that committee, almost all of whom are 
standpatters and antiadministration men. 

The ways and means committee creates 
the tariff bill at the outset. It is a measure 
which under the constitution must originate 
in the’ house of representatives. The exact 
measure of revision will depend upon that 
committee. As at. present constituted the 
committee is opposed to revision, and ft will 
continue to be so opposed in the next con- 
gress, if re#lected, unless the platform 
adopted at Chicago is practically manda- 
tory in its declaration on the tariff qués- 
tion.

Mr. Hubbard was for years prominently

It was while he was a student in Harvard 
that he was chosen by the noted inventor to 
assist him in the work of perfecting hie won- 
derful invention. He was graduated trom 
Harvard in 1879 and soon afterward engaged 
in work in the old North Chicago Rolling 
mills. He was intensely interested in scien- 
tific work and became an active member of

Owners Are Notified That Unmeasured 
Boats Will Be Disqualified at Two

Boat owning yachtsmen who cannot show 
1908 measurement certificates face the pos- 
sibility of having their boats disqualified 
on the eve of Important races. according to a 
decision arrived at by offictals of the Chicago 
end Columbia Yacht clubs.

Gould. ehairman of the Chicago Yacht club 
regatta committee, ard Otto Schoenwerk IJr., 
chairman of the Columbia Yacht club re- 
gatta committee, the two big downtown or- 
ganizations will refuse entries in races of all 
boats not satisfactorily measured. It was 
explained that this drastic action is neces- 
tary in order to avoid the disputes and pro- 
teste which each season attend the awaréd- 
ing of prizes. 

It is said the new rule will becomé operative 
in the coming race of the Columbia Yacht 
club to, Michigan City, on Jun 20. For this 
Trace nearly: 10 boats, : presenting the nine 
Lake Mithigan yacht ‘¢hibs already have 
been enfered and a8 a majority of them still 
are racing under measurements two and 


are likely unless the ttew ‘rule ig complied 
with before the big .event. 

’ There is abscjutely no reason why the 
boat owners should persistently evade the 
measurement rifle,"" said Mr. Gould. “In the 
future they either will comply with it or else 
suffer the consequences, which will be nothing leas 
than the loss .of honors and. prizes won. in. the 
season's races, Year after year the owners come 
forward. with various excuses for not having 
the official tape applied to their yachts and instéad 
of penalizing them for their laxity,. they are al- 
lowed to race under their olf mesisurements, in 
epite of the fact that many changes may have been 
made fn the boats. , 

“ This has. been unjust. to the yachtemen who 
comply with the rule and those of the latter class 
will. be the Gnes to whom the prizes will be given 
from .now on,:even if twenty unmeasured boats 
finish ahead of them.

The crop news is 
favorable. There are signs everywhere 
that the farmers are to be: happy when 
harvest time comes. Correspondence with 
merchants in the immediately contributing 
territory to Chicago reveals cheerfulness 
-all along the line. The number of the 
unemployed is reported to be decreasing 
eteadily. 

Confidence goes a great ways. When 
merchants are confident, when farmers are 
confident, the people. will be confident.

WISDOM IN GIVING. 

The discovery of a cure for a dreaded 
disease is a great thing. It is enough to 
make people generally believe that money 
for the establishment of an institute for 
medical research was wisely given. The 
results of benefactions are not always 
clearly apparent, Sometimes they can- 
not be measured in appreciable terms. 
But an advance in medical science has 
euch definite and positive value that the 
outlay for the better equipment of a hos- 
pital for quiet investigation will be count- 
ed a wise way to spend money. 

“fhe difichity which is faced in America 
in contiection with philanthropy is not to 
find the people who have the money to 
give but to discover the ways in which 
money may be given wisely. A worker in 
the field 
hbame, is called sociological claims. that 
the art of giving wisely and the art of 
asking wisely are both backward. Large 
amonnts afe given for purposes whose 
positive worth may be questioned. Other 
causes langnish which similar donations 
might make effective agencies for the 
betterment of humanity. To bring the 
latter to the attention of people of great 
wealth is the really important thing. 

a good many people think that they 
could give away a fortune wisely. Those 
who have the fortunes to distribute often 
find it a hard task to discriminate im giv- 
ing so as not to waste their money on 
the one hand or work positive injury in- 
stead of benefit on the other. They are 
forced to employ secretaries to make in- 
vestigations of the claimants upon their 
bounty. The favored ones are few com- 
pared with the large number whose plea 
is rejected for want of real strength. 

The sociological worker quoted mentions 
ea lawyer who wrote twenty letters of in- 
quiry as to the best method of distributing 
the money of a client. Nineteen of the 
individuals addressed answered, 
to my society.” He describes’ another 
lawyer as working harder to use wisely 
$315,000 than his client worked to amass 
the amount. He suggests a test for the 
average indiviinal, confident that the test 
will bring failure to solve it rightly. 

“ Could you,” he asks, “submit a plan 
to invest $10,000,000, or. $1,000,000, or 
; $100,000 even, in such a way as to guar- 


} antee that the gifts shall be doing edu- 


cational work twenty years hence, that 
they shall injure no one, that they shall 
not duplicate existing effort, that they 
shall not relieve taxpayers and contrib- 
utors of an obvious duty, that their ob- 
jects and methods shall be flexible enough 
‘te change with the changing needs of the 
communities helped?” . When the indi- 
viduals who can do this are counted they 
are «0 few as to make one cease to won- 
der at the perplexity of men and women 
of wealth when they try to administer 


wisely the fortunes placed in their hands. 


As a matter of fact ideas for wise 
giving are much scarcer than money await- 
ing opportunity. _ Thousands of dollars 
have been worse than wasted by being 
, given where - they were not needed or 
where they worked posi‘ive. injury to the 
recipients. The great need now is wise 
selection of beneficiaries, not people who 
have the means and the willingness to give.

FROM THE ZENITH CITY. 
/ Since Proctor Knott made glorious in 


the records of metaphor the very name of 


Duluth it has been easy to think of the 
“Zenith city of the unsalted geas” as 
itself the home of eloquence. 

‘And ‘it 4s, I¢ there be doubt, read 
“Bede's Budget,” which is the literary 
and journalistic expression of the Hon, 
J. Adam Bede of Duloth, Pine City, and 
the house of epresentatives. In the 
“halls of congress,” as Mr. Bede would 
designate them editorially, Mr. Bede's 
funetion has been useful, even grateful, 
but it has been humble. Mr. Bede is a 
perpetual fountain of what may be defi- 
nitely classified as ‘ Congressional Wit 
and Humor.” Many e@ time and oft has 
he set the galleries in a roar. 

But a reputation for Wit end Humor, 
even the peculiar subspecies embalmed in 
the pages of the Congressional Record, 
does not conduce to True Fame. It is a 
higher hurdle than Statesmanship has 
ever been able to leap, The ingrate pub- 
lic Jaughs. It does not Elect! 

This has become apparent to the Hon, 
J, Adam Bede, who now, with an eye 
upon the higher rewards of statesman- 
ship, retires—we trust forever—as joke- 
smith and orients the prose poet and the 
sage. It is thus we interpret the follow- 
ing passage from a recent issue of 
* Bede's Budget ”: 

Beneath the lashing waves, maddened white 
caps, and surface turbulence of the sea are deep, 
still waters. And likewise beneeth the troubled 
currents of political, soctal, and commercial life 
are Spenser soundings of the souls of men. 

Even more pointed in its autobiograph- 
ical revelations ig the following: 

The clamor and éelat that greet the passing 
star of the stage with some cheap innovation has 
its place, ‘tis true, in such a world as ours, bui 
after all is ae chaff to wheat or thistledown toe 
galden fleece compared with the sweet incense 
breathed in those charmed precincts where souls 
commune and the treasures of thought and hope 
form character for the world. 

But these dre soundings of the pro- 
founder sou] of Bede. What of his, out- 
look upon men and things? He is no 
cloistered spirit, but a man of affairs, a 
statesman, a lawgiver, 


score. The Bedean soul is good demo- 
evatic stuff, hot for the People, scornful 
of the Great in the world’s eyes. What 
may we not hope for from one who writes 
like this: 

The millionaire whosefortune has been made like 
@ minute pudding and left him as gross as the 
source from which it.came, and the gibbering heir- 
ess with rings and jewels and gems galore, with 
thoughts and talk as cheap as the dust they're 
made of, have no grip or password, no open sesame, 
to that bright realm Wheréin our better angels 
dwell. They are wandering weaifs excluded from 
the sweeter joys of life, exiles banished from all 
that money cannot buy, prodigal outcasts feeding 
on fortune’s husks, and to offer them the free and 
pric®less treasures of heart and mind would be but 
the casting of pearls before bristling swine. 


No one in this broad land, saving and 
course, the magnolia 
crowned, mellifluous,: and matchless At- 
lantan, John Temple Graves, can pour 
such gokien QGtuff as this. 


BIRD LIFE ECONOMY. 

Brown wniversity has taken a step in 
the right direction by making a specialty 
of the study of ornithology. The course 
as laid out consists of regular series of 
lectures and field excursions when the 
spring migration is on, similar ones to be 
undertaken in the fall. The national and 
state governments, as well as scores of 
Audubon societies, have also been investi- 
gating bird life for a long time, and many 
individuals have taken it up as a study. 
Apart from humane considerations, there 
is an economical feature of this matter 
whith might be brought out clearly, as 
thas been done in the matter of forestry, 
if other schools and colleges would follow 
the example of Brown. 

The: bureau of entomology at Washing- 
ton estimates that the Hessian fly alone 
causes an average annual loss of 10 per 
cent on the wheat crop. |[n 1904 the lose 
caused ‘by insects was $80,000,000 for 
the corn crop, $100,000,000 for the wheat 
crop, and $550,000 for the hay crop, 
while the coddling moth alone caused 
$2,000,000 lose for the fruit crop. The to-

The recently published memoirs of both 
Claude, who was chief of police during 4 
portion of his reign, and of Baron Grascielli, 
who was at the head of the personal body 
guard of Corsican detectives organized for 
the emperor's protection againat assassins, 
describe how on two memorable otcasions 
Italian conspirators managed to secure ac- 
cess to this subterranean passage and al- 
most succeeded in murdering him. 
This became known, and in order to dispel 
the jealousy of Empress Bugénie the em- 
peror presented her with the house in the 
Rue de I’Elysée, which she almost entirely 
rebuilt. After the war she sold it to Baron 
Hirsch, who nt an enormous amount of 
money in redecorating and altering the 
place, buying the adjoining houges, so that 
when completed the mansion occupied the 
entire short street known as the Rue de 
I"Elysée. The salons are immense, the salle 
de féte, indeed, being capable of holding some 
2,000 people, and the magnificent staircases, 
the sculptured panelings of the huge dining 
hall, the frescoed ceilings, the superb win- 
ter garden, all rendering it a most princely 
abode—so princely, indeed, that it has been 
regarded as beyond the purse of any. private 
eltizen. It includes a beautiful garden and 
opens on the west and south onto the Champa 
Elysées. The tunnel beneath the roadway to 
the Elysée palace, now the official residence 
of the president of the republic, haa long 
since been filled up and abolished. 
: ~~ 
King Leopold enjoys an altogether unen~ 
viable name for foreing his visits upon 
brother sovereigns, who do not make any 
concealment of their reluctance to receive 
him. Knowing that the kaiser had arranged 
to spend a few days at Wiesbaden with the 
empress for the purpose of unveiling the 
fine statue of William the Silent of Orange, 
Leopold managed to arrive unexpectedly in 
the town a few hours earlier, under the pre- 
text of consulting certain famous physicians 
and oculists who make thelr headquarters 
there. Of course, under the circumstances, 
the kaiser could not well refuge to receive the 
ecall-from Leopold required by' etiquette, 
and in the same way wascompelled to return 
it. But, in -order that there might be ho 
mistake about the matter, he caused Prince 
Billow to issue an official communique from 
the Berlin department of foreign affairs to 
the effect that the exchange of visits was 
devoid of any political importance and that 
no subjects of a political nature had been 
discussed by the two sovereigns. The Brus- 
sels semi-official newspapers intimate that 
the king teok luncheon with the emperor 
and empress; whereas the semi-official Ber-— 
hin papers. are-equally positive in their claim 
that the ¢mprese did not meet the king, ex- 
patiating at the same time on her well known 
and undisguised aversion for the ruler of 
the Belgians.

Last fall, it may be remembered, when 
the Brussels press, in obédience to offictal 
inspiration, announced that the emperor and 
empress would visit the Belgian capital on 
their way back from England, an exceed- 
ingly curt and uncomplimentary com- 
munique was issued by the foreign depart- 
yment at Berlin to the semi-official German 
newspapers, not only denying the projected 
visit of the emperor and empress but adding 
that “‘under existing circumstances there 
could be no question of any such visit.” 
When King Victor Emmanuel paid his state 
visit to Paris Leopold called upon him there, 


call at Brussels before his return, meeting 
with a refusal, which he also encountered 
on the part of Don Alfonse when he made a 
similar request to him on the occasion of 
his first sojourn on the banks of the Seine. 
In fact, Brussels has of late years beer 
boycotted by all the rulers of the old world, 
with the solitary exception of the late shah 
of Persia, who found in Leopold a brother 
sovereign after his own heart.

It may be of interest to add that, accord- 
ing te the officially inspired préss of Ger- 
many, notably the Cologne Gazette and the 
Hrankfurter Zeitung, the German govern- 
ment joins England in taking strong excep- 
tion to the legality of the concessions grant- 
ed by Leopold to American and other foreign 
syndicates for the exploitation of the Congo, 
insisting that these concéssions constitute a 
violation of the terms of the treaty of Ber- 
lin creating the Congo, and it is asserted that 
King Leopold and his business associates 
harbor the belief that the Belgian govern- 
ment, in the event of the annexation of the 
Congo, will be obliged to repurchase the 
concessions for $60,000,000, part. of which 
would, of course, go into the pockets of Leo- 
pold himself, who was not only the vender 
of the concessions but remaing one of the 
largest stockholders therein. Whether the 
Belgian nation will be willing to pay from 
ite treasury so large an amount for conces- 
sions that are declared by the British and 
German governments to be Illegal, and there- 
fore yargenes, still fo vaiggae to be seen. 


The Right Hon. Jenn. Burns, speaking the 
other day in his capacity as a member of 
the British cabinet and ae president of the 
local government board, made the amazing 
assertion, based on official returns, to the 
effect that there are at the present moment 

no less than 50,000 vacant houses in London, 
representing, according to conservative fig- 
ures, $150,000,000 dead capital in bricks ana 
mortar, without any allowance for the land 
on which they stand. 

If I call attention to this fact it is because 
Mr. Burns declares that one of the principal 
causes of thisi extraordinary condition of 
affairs is, according to common consent, the 
servant problem. And this servant problem, 
he insists, is attributable not sO Much to 
the difficulty of finding good servants as 
to the incompetency of the present day mis- 
tresses to manage their domestics. Owing 
to this, flate and hotels are preferred to 
houses. From thie it will be seen that the 
United States is not alone tn having to con- 
front the domestic service difficulty, and 
that Englishwomen, especially those of the 
upper and lower middie classes, are by com- 
mon consent officially proclaimed by 2 mem- 
ber of the government quite as incompetent 
to manage servants ae any of their sisters 
on this side of the Atlantic. ‘.

For years our lake front treasure 
house of art has been incessantly swept by 
the soot and cinder batteries of uncounted 
locomotives. This fact should not be lost 
sight of in earrying the superb plans for 
Grant park to completion. Before the Field 
museum and Crerar library begin to take 
form the coal burriing locomotives of the 
IlHinois Central road should be rigorouely 
quarantined at Twelfth street. 

Let us have no more mouse colored mauso- 
leums in what is designed to be a restful 
garden near the city’s turbulent heart. While 
Mesers. Burnham and Olmsted are work- 
ing out the final details of terrace and colon- 
nade, of outer drive and shady plaisance, the 
tenacious smoke scourge should be assailed 
with the spirit that moves mountains. Sci- 
entific firing of boilers, Mr. Olmsated con- 
tends. will vastly lessen the smoke nuisance. 

In the great work of restoring to Chicago 
an unpolluted air supply and a firmament 
of inviolable blue a worthy opportunity has 
come to the man behind the coal scoop.

National Treasury Deficit. : 

The condition of the national treasury, @ 
subject which the National City bank of 
New York is particularly qualified to dis- 
cuss, is considered in the bank’s June cir- 
cular.
